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Fire destroys barn 


A barn fire lit up the sky at half- 
time during the home opener of the 
East Jordan varsity football season 
last Friday. 

The fire occurred at the 
Niewendorp residence on Beishlag 
Road at approximately 8:30 p.m. 
Light from the fire was visible up to 
three miles away, reflecting off low 
cloud cover. 

The structure was fully engulfed 
when East Jordan firefighters arrived. 
Portable tanks were rigged and -wa- 
ter was ferried to the scene from the 
city water main at the edge of town. 
The Banks Township Fire Depart- 
ment and the Boyne City Fire Depart- 
ment assisted with battling the blaze. 

Firefighters initially concen- 
trated on containing the fire, prevent- 
ing it from spreading to nearby out- 
buildings and fields. As additional 
units arrived, two hose teams and a 
truck mounted monitor were used to 
bring the blaze under control at ap- 
proximately 9:45 p.m. 

The structure is a total loss. For- 
tunately, no personal injuries were 
reported, but some livestock was un- 
able to escape the fire. Cause of the 
blaze has not been determined. 

A group of concerned friends 
and neighbors are organizing a sup- 
port group that will direct assistance 
to the family.

Closing park 
at night may 
solve problems 


For the past few weeks, many 
East Jordan residents have been con- 
cerned over the proper use of 
Sportsman’s Park. After several in- 
cidents of vandalism, local police 
officials decided to close the park to 
prevent further destruction. 

This action was unsatisfactory to 
many local parents, who expressed 
their concerns at a city commission 
meeting. In efforts to find an accept- 
able solution for all parties, the East 
Jordan city administrator, city attor- 
ney, and police chief have met to- 
gether over the past week. 

During the meetings, city offi- 
cials came up with a few ideas, and 
after discussing them with the par- 
ents, decided on a recommendation 
to make to the city commission on 
Tuesday night. 

“We suggest that there is a dusk 
to dawn close of Sportsman’s Park 
only,” City Administrator David 
White said. 

If this suggestion is approved by 
the city commission, the park should 
be able to continue service to the 
community. 

“We just hope that a solution for 
everyone can be found shortly,” said 
Jerry Alward, East Jordan police 
chief.

SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY CENTER 


Equipped for the future

When the East Jordan School System de- 
cides to do something, it doesn’t do it half way. 
From a new playground facility to its athletic 
program, the best has always been pursued, 
and often in the most innovative of ways. 

This has never been more true, than with 
the recent Math, Science and Technology Cen- 
ter addition at the high school. 

The new Math, Science and Technology 
wing has brought several of the most advanced 
ideas in education together, and created the 
most advanced lab and educational center of 
its kind in all of northwest Michigan. 

The center includes a four-room addition 
to the high school, designed to house computer 
labs and math, science and technology class- 
rooms. 

The idea began in the school’s strategic 
planning committee, which determined a need 
for advanced technology, and integrated, ap- 
plied learning. 

Senior Ann Hettig, student representative 
to the committee, was involved in the project 
from the beginning. She, along with other 
committee members, recognized the need for 
improvements in the school’s math and sci- 
ence program and began pursuing improve- 
ment options. 

“We knew that we had to do something, 
but we decided to do more than other schools,” 
said Hettig. 

Hettig and fellow senior Kevin McNeil 
were able to tour other schools with advanced 
math and science centers to help determine the 
best avenue for EJHS to take.

“We visited a lot of schools, and took the 
best ideas from each,” McNeil said. 

The best of aj] these other innovative 
learning centers is combined in a modern four 
room addition that has not only eased general 
space constraints, but helped rework East 
Jordan’s present educational system. 

The four new classrooms include a large 
computer lab that houses 26 state-of-the-art 
pentium processors, a chemistry lab, and two 
traditional classrooms. Students who partici- 
pate in the MST center have their morning 
classes in these rooms, following an integrated 
curriculum between their math, science and 
computer classes. 

“The total integration of math, science, 
and technology classes is fantastic from a 
teacher’s point of view,” said Bill Aten, MST 
Center math teacher. “Instead of just teaching 
students one piece, we are able to show them 
the entire puzzle, and how everything fits into 
that whole.” 

Fellow MST teacher Sharon Moeke 
agrees that the new learning center has been 
ideal. 

“It is a teacher’s dream come true,” 
Moeke said. “We don’t have any problems 
with behavior or motivation here, the kids are 
too excited about what they are doing.” 

The integration concept has become a 
valuable tool to teach students the skills that 
they need for college, and for the future. Stu- 
dents are excited about this possibility, know- 
ing that they will be the most prepared East 
Jordan graduates ever. 

“Whatever we will want to do, this is the 
place to start,” McNeil said. “Since I have been

at school here, there have been a lot of changes, 
but this is the best one yet.” 

Due to final inspections and last minute 
improvements, the center was not open for use 
until Sept. 16. Before that time, classes met in 
the auditorium, where group problem-solving 
skills and team teaching methods were devel- 
oped and readied for use in the innovative 
classrooms. 

Many ideas that were compiled to form 
the MST Center were developed by local in- 
dustry and business members, along with the 
East Jordan board of education, faculty, staff, 
and administration. 

“Area business leaders told us that they 
need employees with team work and commu- 
nication skills,” said Chip Hansen, school su- 
perintendent, “‘and the MST Center teaches the 
students just that, Learning how the disciplines 
blend together for use in work situations and 
higher education can take our students farther

The library began major renova- 
tions in June and now that they are 
completed, the library can update 
their display methods, customer ser- 
vice, and organization. 

Physical renovations began by 
knocking down several walls and 
searching for better ways to use the 
space already in the building.

“We 
also expanded our small workspace 
to better suit our needs.” 

In addition, the library has ex- 
panded and redesigned the front desk, 
reference section, magazine and 
newspaper section, and the entrance 
to the library. 

The library has also installed an 
extensive computer system that can 
service both patron and library needs. 

The new computer system is not 
complete, but itis running, and work- 
ing very well. The system provides 
several stations that customers can 
use to look for a book, update their 
files, read the New York Times best 
seller list, or reserve a book that has 
already been checked out by another 
patron. 

This system is not only quicker 
and easier for the customer, but it has 
saved the librarians time and effort 
too. 

“Everything works together so 
smoothly,” Olson said. “It is so much 
easier for the patrons, and for us.” 

The Itbrary is also equipped to 
add more computers that could be 
used more extensively by patrons for 
internet access and word processing 
in the future. 

The updated computer system 
has also allowed the Jordan Valley 
District Library to set up a web page 
On the internet, so that anyone can 
access the site, and find a map, list 
of library hours, and policy state- 
ment. 

With all these renovations, the 
library is eager to brag. The Jordan 
Valley District Library will be host- 
ing business after hours on Wednes- 
day, Sept. 18, from 5:30-7:30 p.m. to 
celebrate the beginning of the fall 
season and tour the newly remodeled 
and computerized facility, Refresh- 
ments will be served. Admission is

The story of the lost wallet has a happy

Irecently read in the paper about 
an honest person who found a wallet 
and returned it to the owner intact. 
It reminded me a similar event oc- 
curred to me over 50 years ago in 
Boyne City. 

Going through my military ser- 
vice scrapbook I ran across the en- 
closed article, from the Boyne Citi- 
zen, which might be of interest to 
your readers with a few added details 
of interest. 

The wallet was lost the latter part 
of November 1944. Forrest Harmon 
of Boyne Falls was on convalescent 
leave from the military hospital in 
Battle Creek at the same time I was 
on leave. We were close friends and 
decided to do a little celebrating 
which turned out to be a nightmare. 

We started off on a pleasant 
evening. Forrest drove his father’s 
trusty 1936 Dodge sedan. The first 
place we hit was the homestead and 
had a couple of adult beverages. As 
we looked out the- window, a few 
snow flurries were flying. But we 
paid little attention thinking it was too 
early in the year for the snow to stick. 
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We were wrong. When we left the 
homestead establishment, the snow 
was accumulating at a rapid rate. By 
the time we arrived at Boyne and 
Main Street, we couldn’t climb the 
hill. The snow was piling up fast and 
the 1936 Dodge was not known for 
its power. We would back down the 
hill to get a running start. I did the 
pushing and Forrest did the driving. 

During the pushing, my wallet 
worked out and was lost at that inter- 
section. There were no pockets in a 
navy enlisted man’s uniform and se- 
curing a wallet in the waistband was, 
at best, a poor method. 

After several tries, we finally 
cleared the hill and started on M-75 
going east to Boyne Falls. By now 
the snow was getting deeper by the 
minute and the 1936 Dodge was 
slowly failing. As we approached 
what is now Dietze Road, it could go 
no further. By then the snow was 
well over a foot high and we were in 
the middle of M-75 and couldn’t 
move in any direction. This was war 
time and no traffic, so we sat there 
for 3-4 hours. We just cranked up 
the Dodge to keep warm. 

The first car that came by was 
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lights turned on and their feet touched the grass for 
the first time was priceless. The people of Boyne 
City have made my seven years in their town/school 
the best, and [ look forward to the years ahead play- 
ing in a first-class stadium in a first-class commu-

Time ran out and 
I traveled by train from Gaylord to 
Detroit hoping for the best. Got off

vation. 

“We know that visitors from 
downstate will compare us to the 
Holiday Inn, and we have to survive 
that standard,” Lee said. 

To survive, the Symonds de- 
cided to renovate, and after pursuing 
their options, they realized that the 
reinvestment program was by far 
their best option. 

“We knew that we needed to take 
care of some things right away, both 
functionally and cosmetically,” Lee 
said, “and we don’t think that there 
is a better rate out there. The banks 
really worked with us. We are so 
grateful for the program.” 

Another area business to re- 
cently take advantage of the program 
is the East Jordan Co-Op. 

Ron Massey, store manager, was 
pleased to be able to use the program 
to fix the roof over the hardware 
store, and make many cosmetic en- 
hancements. 

“This is a really good program 
that makes it easier to get a good in- 
vestment rate,” Masscy said. “It just 
makes sense to clean up our commer- 
cial community, and a good incen- 
uve like this low interest rate encour- 
ages people to think twice.” 

Money is made available for the 
program through the cooperation of 
FMB Northwestern and CB North. 
A loan fund totaling $200,000 has 
been established specifically for this 
purpose. 


Medical 
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Money can be borrowed from 
the fund at a low floating interest rate 
of 2 percent below prime. Qualified 
borrowers can obtain up to $25,000 
at this rate with a payback term of up 
to 15 years. 

Eligibility is based on businesses 
that are located within the Downtown 
Development Authority District. 
Since the purpose of the loan is to 
improve, enhance, and showcase the 
existing characteristics of each build- 
ing, only improvements which pre- 
serve and enhance these special fea- 
tures are eligible. This includes reno- 
vations such as landscape, architec- 
ture, electrical, plumbing, roofing, 
frontal and rear facades, flooring, and 
signage. 

The application process is de- 
signed to be accessible and simple. 
Interested businesses should call the 
chamber of commerce and set up a 
time with the design review commit- 
tee, which will identify the appropri- 
ate scope of work for the renovation 
before investing time and money into 
drawings and specifications. 

Based on this discussion, a pro- 
posal is drawn up, costs and project 
time frame are determined, and final 
approval is granted. 

Kathy Meggison, retail market- 
ing manager at CB North in East Jor- 
dan has been involved in the program 
since the beginning. 

“We wanted to get involved be- 
cause we believe in East Jordan, and 
we fee] that it is important to support 
something as meaningful as this,”

“Money is in the fund, and it is 
available, For people who take ad- 
vantage of it, it is a very successful 
program,” 

Meggison also suggests that if 
the program were to grow, the banks 
would be willing to increase the 
amount of money available, allow- 
ing as many businesses the opportu- 
nity to take advantage of the program 
as possible. 

The program is scheduled to ter- 
minate Dec. 31, 1996, at which time 
it will be reevaluated by the partici- 
:ating financial institutions and the 
Fast Jordan Chamber of Commerce. 
In the event that the program is dis- 
continued, the chamber of commerce 
encourages all businesses who are 
considering improvements to begin 
the process and determine if this ap- 
proach is right for them.
